SANTA MONICA, colos¬ 

sal land plane, capable of flying to 
Europe and back without refuel¬ 
ing, is a guarded military secret 
today at the Douglas Aircraft 
plant. 

In a small, isolated hangar, its 
windows blanked out with white 
paint, piecemeal construction has 
been undertaken of the formidable 
bomber—the Army’s newest bid 
for air supremacy. 

Douglas officials are prohibited 
by law from discussing the expe¬ 
riment and until such time as the 
war department wishes, it will re¬ 
main a mystery. 

But aviation circles are confi¬ 
dent the new Douglas, when com¬ 
pleted, will span almost 250 feet 
from wing tip to wing tip and 
weigh about 160,000 pounds. 

That would be nearly twice the 
wing spread and thrice the weight 
of any land plane ever built be¬ 
fore. That, also, would be the an- 
•swer to the United States’ mili¬ 
tary need of long range striking 
forces in the air. 

If adapted to peace time use, 
the plane would be in the lOO-pas- 
senger cla.ss of air liner. 

Largest land plane in the world 
today is the Army’s Boeing XB-15, 
with a wingspread of 150 feet and 
gross weight of more than 60,000 
pounds. 

Largc.st commercial land plane 
is the DC-4, te.st-flown here for 
the first time last week. Its wings 
are a fraction shorter than the 
Booing's -138 feet. But it will 
carry 42 passengers and a crew 
of five acro.ss the continent.

•sas City, Mo., TWA co-pilot and 
a passenger on the ship. 

Salvage crews, led by TWA of¬ 
ficials and postal inspectors, 
gathered at Wawona near Yosem¬ 
ite park headquarters, 18 miles 
from the scene. They were ready 
to leave at daylight but when 
they might reach the scene was 
not known. Collier, traveling 
afoot, covered the distance in 
about eight hours. 

The ship vanished in one of the 
worst California storms in sev¬ 
eral decades.

SHANGHAI, (Ah—The United

It w£is learned authoritatively 
that Lockhart, in replying to a 
warning from Masayuki Tani, 
Japanese ambassador at large in 
China, pointed out that the war¬ 
ships would continue to be sent 
anywhere deemed necessary to 
carry on their protective duties. 

The United States gunboat 
Monocacy remained at Kiukiang, 
Yangtze port at the upper limit of 
what Japanese naval authorities 
Saturday designated as a “danger 
zone.” It was stationed there for 
protection of some 40 Americans at 
Kiukiang or the nearby mountain 
resort of Ruling. 

Lockhart’s communication to 
Tani was a restatement of the po¬ 
sition taken earlier by Admiral 
Yarnell, commander-in-chlef of the 
United States Asiatic fleet. 
BRITISH INVOLVED 

British naval authorities, it was 
learned, had taken a similar stand 
against Japanese moves to keep 
the river closed to foreign ship¬ 
ping and warcraft of neutral 
powers. 

British gunboats were stationed 
at Wuhu and Kukiang, lower and 
upper limits of the so-called "dan¬ 
ger zone.” 

It was understood that Vice Ad¬ 
miral Sir Percy Noble, commander- 
in-chief of the British China sta¬ 
tion, held that it was the respon¬ 
sibility of the Japanese to Identify 
their targets.

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia. — 
President Eduard Benes returned 
to Praha today from his country 
estate near Usti following reports 
he would take a hand tomorrow 
in opening historic negotiations 
for settlement of the Germanic 
minority problem. 

Reports in financial circles said 
Benes would receive represent¬ 
atives of the Sudeten German par¬ 
ty which has demanded autonomy 
for 3.500,000 Germanic citizens of 
Czechoslovakia. 

It was definitely expected that 
the government's proposed nation¬ 
ality statute would be delivered to 
Sudeten members of parliament to¬ 
morrow. It was not clear when 
the statute would be made public. 

The government may insist that 
the discussions remain confidential 
until representatives of all other 
minority groups — Slovaks, Poles 
and Hungarians—have had an op¬ 
portunity to study the statute. 

With the overwhelmingly pro- 
nazi attitude of its Sudeten Ger¬ 
mans clearly demonstrated at the 
polls, this 20-year-old republic to¬ 
day approached what may be the 
most momentous decision since its 
foundation. 

Czechoslovaks were not sur¬ 
prised when Konrad Henlein's 
nazi-supported Sudeten Germany 
party polled an estimated 90.9 per 
cent of the total vote in German 
dlstrclts yesterday in the third of 
of three Sundays of municipal 
elections. 

Yesterday's elections passed 
quietly, the only serious disorder 
being at Maerisch - Schoenberg 
where five policemen and nine 
Henleinists were Injured when po¬ 
lio dispersed a victory parade cele¬ 
brating a big Sudeten vote. 

In Czech regions pro-govern¬ 
ment parties gained substantial 
majorities, which were Interpreted 
as a vote of conference in Premier 
Milan Hodza's government. 

Whether the Henlenlsts will be 
content with mere concessions, re¬ 
mained a vital question. Another 
question causing: equal anxiety 
among diplomatic observers was 
how the non-sudetens would react 
to any attempt by the government 
to make sweeping concessions. 

As far as can be judged by an 
outsider the attitude of the Czech 
citizenry seems to be that the re¬ 
public has demonstrated its will¬ 
ingness to fight for its existence 
and can count on the great de¬ 
mocracies—France and Britain— 
to help it against an invader.

CHICAGO, The national 

safety council announced today 
that accidents claimed 106,000 
live.s in 1937—a total more than 
twice as great as the number of 
American lives lost in the World 
war. 

Injuries from accidents disabled 
9,900,000 persons during the year 
—at least one member of every 
fourth family. 

The calculable costs of all ac¬ 
cidents ran to $3,600,000,000 which 
the council said, was enough to 
build 75 Empire State building.s. 

Motor vehicle accidents during 
1937 caused 39,500 deaths, 1,360,- 
000 personal injuries and an eco¬ 
nomic loss of $1,700,000,000. The 
traffic fatalities represented a 4 
per cent increase over 1936. 

Economic costs computed for 
all accidents included wage losses, 
anticipated future earnings, medi¬ 
cal expenses, overhead costs of in¬ 
surance and property damage in 
fires and motor-vehicle accidents. 

The number of accidental deaths 
per 100,000 population decreased 
4 per cent during 1937. 'The coun¬ 
cil said the decrea.se was attribu¬ 
table almost entirely to a drop in 
the number of excessive heat fa- 
talitie.s. Ip the .summer of 1936 a 
total of 4678 deaths were placed 
in the accident category, while 
less than 1000 occurred in the 
.summer of 1937, 

Twenty-two states had fewer 
motor vehicle deaths in 1937 than 
1936, while 33 states had lower 
death rates based on mileage. The 
council reported there were 108 
motor vehicle deaths in the na¬ 
tion every day of the year, one In 
every 13 pensons will be Injured 
or killed.

Previous to Carlisle’s taking 
j the platform there had been con- 
1 siderable booing, and in no uncer- 
; tain terms and tones he called 
I down both factions for having en¬ 
gaged in such undemocratic be¬ 
havior. Evidently the crowd ap¬ 
proved as he was given a good 
hand for the rebuke he adminis¬ 
tered. 

D. F. Dunster, field secretary of 
the Republican central committee 
of San Bernardino county, made 
the nominating speech favoring 
Mayor C. T. Johnson’s candidacy. 
His speech was brief and forceful 
and illustrative of the need of 
consolidation of Republican and 
Townsendite votes In support of a 
candidate, and he pointed out that 
his candidate had already been en¬ 
dorsed by a Republican convention 
assembled in Riverside on April 
23, when nearly 1500 delegates 
were represented. Johnson’s nom¬ 
ination was seconded and there 
being no other candidates, the con¬ 
vention proceeded to vote on the 
two names which had been placed 
before the convention.

The 
convention .shouted its approval. 

Mayor Johnson was escorted to 
the platform and made a short 
I speech of thanks and acceptance 
and told of his long association 
with the Townsend movement and 
of his belief in Dr. Townsend being 
"the greatest humanitarian in 
America.” He hit in favor with 
the convention group when he 
said, “Using the words of the doc¬ 
tor I promise to stick with you and 
the doctor "through hell and high 
water." 

J. H, Walsh came to the plat¬ 
form and tendered his congratu¬ 
lations to Johnson. He then moved 
that the convention cast its unani¬ 
mous vote in favor of his success¬ 
ful rival. His motion was second¬ 
ed and the convention thundered 
its approval. The Towmsend pledge 
was taken and the convention was 
over.

NEAR TO OCEAN 

Main advantages of the garden's 
site are that it is near enough i .0 
the ocean to produce plants that 
thrive on water, also is far enough 
away to take desert varieties, and 
that the 200 acres have an alti¬ 
tude range from 450 to 1000 feet. 

The landscape plan is to group 
plants of each general variety 
along different slopes or in differ¬ 
ent canyons. Wild flowers are 
grouped on one flat plot at the 
foot of the main hilltop, on which 
Mrs. Bryant’s home is located. 
Though plant growth in the 
unique garden is not encouraged 
by hot-house care (except in an 
experimental nursery), it required 
a lot of work before it was ready 
for extensive planting. Twenty- 
five miles of pipelines were laid to 
distribute water that is pumped all 
the way from the Santa Ana river, 
and 11 miles of footpaths were 
built to reach all parts of the 
garden. 


If a dozen different flowers 
bloom in your backyard garden 
each spring, you have a pretty 
fair flower-bed. But it’s nothing 
to one patch of ground in Santa 
Ana canyon, where nearly 150 
kinds of wild flowers blossom into 
a countryside of assorted colors 
every year. 

The rainbow-hued paradise is 
just a small part of the famous 
Rancho Santa Ana Botanical Gar¬ 
dens, in which more than 1200 na¬ 
tive plants are put under trained 
scientists’ care. 

Founded by Mrs. Susanna Bixby 
Bryant 11 years ago, the garden 
was endowed as a foundation in 
memory of the late John W. Bixoy 
four years ago. 

LOCATION TOLD 

Located deep in Santa Ana can¬ 
yon and surrounded entirely by 
barren-looking range land, the 
garden oddly is situated so it will 
grow as big a variety of plants as 
any place of the same size in the 
state. 

Because the foundation was set 
up for research, not exhibition 
purposes, visitors are allowed by 
card only, then just just on Fri¬ 
days during April, May and June. 
Of an estimated 5000 to 7000 na¬ 
tive California plants, officials be¬ 
lieve more than half eventually

They agreed, Gillette added, 
that Dickinson’s nomination had 
clearly drawn the i.s.sue between 
“progressivism and conservatism.” 

The Iowan’s visit to the White 
House stirred speculation on the 
question of how far the adminis¬ 
tration would go in supporting 
anti - Roosevelt Democrats who 
might win senatorial nominations. 

Although Gillette fought the 
court bill, he reiterated his faith 
in the President throughout the 
primary campaign, declaring at 
the .same time he was ”no rubber 
stamp.”

[JOE FUENTES 
'STICKS TO HIS 
'HORSE BUGGY 


A familiar sight around Orange 
and Olive is Joe Fuentes, one of 
the early pioneers who refuses to 
discard his horse and buggy for 
the more modern methods of 
transportation. 

Joseph John Fuentes was born 
at San Gabriel April 1, 1848, and 
was baptized in the mission there, 
of Catholic faith. He also was 
married at the mission to Miss 
Virginia Lugo. 

At the age of 21 he started 
working for Jotham Bixby. 
Thirty-eight years ago he saved 
Bixby’s life, while the latter was 
driving a team of horses, hitched 
to a rubber-tired buggy. 

The team became frightened 
when a friend of Bixby's waved 
to him, and started on the dead 
run. Fuentes, riding horseback, 
knew the buggy would overturn, | 
so he lassoed the horses and 
brought them to a stop. 

Bixby, grateful to Fuentes for 
the rescue, told him he never 
would be in want as long as he 
lived, so gave him 40 acres, had 
a house built on it, and also pro¬ 
vided for a cash pension until 
Fuentes’ death. The 40 acres are 
located at Olive, a portion of them 
being used for the new civic cen¬ 
ter and educational hall there. 

Fuentes has never owned an 
automobile, always driving to Or¬ 
ange every day, a distance of five 
miles. The horse he drives is 
named “Nig,” and he has owned 
it about 16 years. Twice a month 
he drives to Anaheim, seven or 
eight miles away, to attend 
church. 

One of his daughters gave him 
a new buggy two years ago, but 
he refuses to us it, claiming that 
he likes the old one better. 

At the Pomona fair in 1937 he 
won a trophy for being the old¬ 
est bacaro (cowboy) in Southern 
California. He was dressed in a 
Spanish cowboy outfit.

Should Ransom Be Paid? 

Voters should begin studying the pros and cons of the 
ransom question, because within the next year legis¬ 
latures in many states will be ccnsiucring measures which 
would make it a felony to pay ransom to kidnapers. 

There are two sides to the question. Those against the 
idea say that it is against human nature; that the father 
would give his life or his monry in the hope of getting 
his child back, and to the devil with any law. They also 
ilaim that no jury would convict a father for paying ran¬ 
som for his youngster. 

Those ’.vho bark the plan declare that our many kid- 
n.ap cases prove that the pay.ment of ransom does not 
neces.sarily mean freedom, for the child. The kidnaper, 
they say. is a low criminal who will not keep any “bar¬ 
gain” with the parent unless it happens to suit his ends. 

By letting kidnapers knov/ that they cannot get any 
money out of their crime the motive for kidnaping is 
removed and the crime will disappear, according to the 
theory behind the proposed law. 

Furthermore, if no ransom is paid and the G-men are 
put on the trail at once, the kidnaper has less opportunity 
to elude capture and reach his hide-out. The period of 
ransom negotiations, as it is conducted in current kidnap 
cases, works all to the advantage of the kidnaper. 

If such anti-ransom laws will actually serve the pur¬ 
pose of ending the wave of kidnaping which has swept 
the nation the past few years they will be welcomed by 
everyone. 

Dodging a Fast One 

With congress about to adjourn, the fishing season at 
its height, and just as we v/ere about to declare a mora¬ 
torium on economics for quite a few weeks, along comes 
this provocative question: 

“I have wondered,” writes a newspaper reader, 
“whether the two successive depressions may not have been 
due, in part, to the cessation of immigration. I am only 
asking for inform.ation, but is it not possible that the 
checking of a natural increase of 15,000,000 in population 
has deprived the market of that amount of consumer 
capacity’ Because, of course, many of these aliens would 
have become manufacturers, and, in turn, provided 
employment for Americans.” 

You have taken us unawares, Mr. Newspaper Reader, 
with a thought that we not only have never tried to 
analyze, but one that has never occurred to us.

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, NEW YORK.—I could go on and 
’ on about freedom of the press. We 
have had some rogue publishers 
in our journalism, but the very 
worst—and you may name your 
pet abomination—never had the 
audacity and the power for evil 
that are presented in the situa¬ 
tion I'm going to describe. 

A political demagogue and dic¬ 
tator rises to power as the boss of 
a state machine and starts a little 
sheet on a job press under a per¬ 
sonalized masthead and a slogan 
promising to make very man a 
king or to give somebody S5.000— 
or something like that. He ham¬ 
mers away at his political oppon¬ 
ents and at the orthodox or con¬ 
ventional papers without regard 
for the libel restrictions which 
handcuff the other side, because 
he is, as they say in business, 
libel-proof. He hasn't so much as 
a typewriter by way of physical 
plant or an attachable dime of 
money. I don't mean that he 
hasn't got a dime. I mean a dime 
that can be attached. There is a 
great difference. And, of course, 
nobody wants to go to the gutter 
with him on a charge of criminal 
libel, because there is always the 
danger that he will prove it on you 
or prove something else just as 
embarrassing. Old Jim Watson’s 
remark that nobody ever won a 
fight with a skunk applies here. 

Well, for the first few weeks he 
throws his paper away free, but 
meanwhile the boys of the organi¬ 
zation are soliciting subscriptions 
with the old blackjack. Every 
jobholder in the state organiza¬ 
tion has to pay $2.50 or $4. or 
whatever, and every one of these 
is required to hustle a certain 
number of other subscriptions, the 
individual quotas being based on 
the individual’s public pay. Do you 
get the idea? If the individual 
employe can .sell subscriptions to 
his friends, all right. But if he 
can't he has to buy them himself 
as a tax on his job. 

And, of course, all the contrac¬ 
tors who sell concrete and office 
supplies, tile, prison provisions, 
school books, pipe organs and band 
instruments to the state govern¬ 
ment or to local governments con¬ 
trolled by the state machine buy 
subscriptions, too, so that in a 
comparatively short time your 
struggling little paper, shouting 
the battle cry of freedom, has a 
.swell net paid-in-advance circu¬ 
lation. And now, when the other 
papers blast him, he blasts back 
that they are just jealous of his 
success in journalism and abusing 
their press prerogative to attack a 
business rival. If this is freedom 
of the press, says he, this colora¬ 
tion and distortion of the news, 
the.se reckless, insulting charges 
that his faithful, voluntary sub¬ 
scribers have been coerced, then 
he doesn’t know but that, after all, 
maybe the freedom of the press 
ought to be curtailed or, anyway, 
intrusted only to publishers who 
have a .sense of responsibility and 
fairness. 

For revenue he is doing fine. As 
a boss of the state in harmony with 
the national administration he 
counts the WPA workers and em¬ 
ployes of other federal activitie.>: 
among hi.s fold, and, of course, all 
the contractors and supply men 
doing business in these fields re¬ 
act the same as those who do bui,- 
iness with the state. 

And there is the ^vertising. 
The contractors and supply men 
all buy space, and manufacturers 
and merchants find it wise to do 
the same, not only in the political 
sense but from the practical view¬ 
point, because—no kidding—the 
sheet does have circulation. Never 
mind how it got the circulation. 
It's there, paid in advance. Muni¬ 
cipalities and counties, water dis¬ 
tricts, utility companies, even 
state lunatic asylums and colleges 
buy advertising in the dictator's 
paper, and the free press privil¬ 
ege runs for him because you 
could no more afford to suppress 
him, even knowing all about his 
methods, than you eould afford to 
suppress the most ethical paper in 
the land, whatever that may be. 

When the national dictatorships 
develop in countries which go hay¬ 
wire the dictators and sub-dicta¬ 
tors are the men who own the 
prosperous official papers. Musso¬ 
lini, for instance, and Goering and 
Streicher. I

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


(Editor's Note—Senator Bur¬ 
ton K. Wheeler, democrat of 
•Montana who leads the Old 
Guard opposition to President 
Roosevelt, today wins the Brass 
Ring and one free ride on The 
Washington .Merry-Go-Round). 
WASHINGTON — Three events 
stand out as high water marks in 
the turbulent record of the third 
Roosevelt congress as it fades into 
hi.story: 

1. The rejection of the supreme 
court and government reorganiza¬ 
tion bills—the president's greatest 
legislative defeats. 

2. His extraordinary comeback 
in forcing the resurrection and en¬ 
actment of the shelved wage-hour 
legislation. 

3. The rise of Senator Burton K 
Wheeler, democrat, as the real 
leader of the opposition against a 
democratic administration. 

Only one other president in the 
150-year history of the union wat 
able to regain control of congress 
after it once got out of hand. "An¬ 
dy" Jackson did it after congres.s 
voted a new charter for the United 
States bank de.spite his fiery oppo¬ 
sition. But from Jackson's day 
until 1938. no president who had to 
deal with a run-away congre.ss 
ever got back into the driver's seat. 

After about four years in office. 
Theodore Roosevelt was kicked 
around on Capitol Hill like a foot¬ 
ball. Woodrow Wilson was broken 
physically and mentally by con¬ 
gressional rebellion, and Herbert 
Hoover was booted from pillar to 
post during more than half of his 
ill-fated incumbency. 

Franklin Roosevelt's comeback 
and "Old Hickory’s” historic feat 
have a striking similarity. For 
both got what they wanted. 

Although congress ^ve tlie 
United States bank a new charter. 
Jackson finally smashed the bank 
and drove it out of business. And 
although congress turned down 
Roosevelt's supreme court bill, he 
forced the Nine Old Men to re¬ 
verse themselves on almost every 
admini-stration issue. 

And were it not for the anxiety 
of Senator Barkley to mend his po¬ 
litical fences back in Kentucky, 
government reorganization would 
again be a flaming issue on Capitol 
Hill today. Under the pressure of 
Barkley’s frantic pleas, Roosevelt 
reluctantly agreed to drop reor¬ 
ganization for the present, but it 
will be back in the lap of the new 
congre.ss that convenes next Jan- 
uary. _ 

The emergence of Burton Wheel¬ 
er from the ranks of the little 
band of veteran liberals, to the 
surprising role of chief of the va¬ 
riegated Old Guard elements fight¬ 
ing the New Deal, is the most dra¬ 
matic and may be the most por¬ 
tentous political development ol 
the Roosevelt administration. 

For Wheeler has filled a need 
that long has been the greatest 
weakness of the Old Guard oppo¬ 
sition—competent leadership. 

Until the Montana senator took 
command of their camp, the anti- 
administrationltes had lacked a 
really first-class general. They 
had plenty of rough-and-tumble 
fighters, but no one with the pres- 1 
tige and calibre of a top-rung lea- ! 
der. Wheeler’s accession fillec 
this gap. 

Although inclined to be lazy and 
easy-going, Wheeler, when hii 
■•anity has been offended and hii 
:re aroused, can be an army ir. 
himself in stirring up trouble 
There is no more astute, expert- j 
enced and agile strategist in th« 
political arena than the senatoi 
from Montana. i

There isn't a politico in the coun- 
i try today who is Wheeler's supe- 
' rior in doing one thing and saying 
another—and what is more, saying 
, it with a straight face. 

Although the possessor of one 
j of the .strongest patronage-built 
' machines in an.v state, although 
feeding half a dozen close rela¬ 
tives from the government payroll, 
Wheeler can rise solemnly from 
his seat and hurl anathemas of 
righteous indignation at White 
House lieutenants for taking sides 
in democratic primaries and at the 
president's sons for selling insur¬ 
ance and marrying a Dupont heir¬ 
ess. 

And while publicly maintaining 
his pose as a liberal crusader, Burt 
can hold daily secret confabs with 
the most reactionary gunners in 
congress, advising them on strat¬ 
egy and directing their operations. 

The combination of brains and 
front—thanks to Wheeler — was 
the greate.st weapon of the reac¬ 
tionaries in the court fight and is 
the greatest threat to Roos'/.elt's 
domination on Capitol Hill. With¬ 
out Wheeler it is doubtful if the 
anti-administrationites could have 
licked the judicial bill. As long as 
he plays ball with them they will 
continue to be a thorn in the presi¬ 
dent's side both in and out of con¬ 
gress.

Santa Ana’s Beautiful Civic Building 


J. Li. McBride, former countj 
surveyor and city councilman, 18 
Santa Ana city engineer. He haa 
been in Orange county since 1898, 
when he came here with his fam¬ 
ily from Sacramento.

Building boom? Not quite, but 
Santa Ana’s expansion isn’t suf¬ 
fering badly from the recession. 

Even hard times have failed to 
keep the list of new construction 
down far on the ladder, and a to¬ 
tal of more than $500,000 in build¬ 
ing so far this year compares fa¬ 
vorably with records ever since 
the real boom in 1930. 

Last year’s total building per¬ 
mits were issued for a valuation 
cff $1,224,631. The year before they 
totaled $1,164,175—the first year 
since the depression that Santa 
Ana building topped the million- 
dollar mark. 

At the present average, building 
may hit the million mark for 1938, 
recession or not. 

Construction this year—$500,508 
—already has topped the entire 
year’s totals for 1932 ($327,257), 
1933 ($488,220 and 1934 ($354,- 
134), depression year. 


To date 367 permits have been 
taken out in 1938, many of them 
for new construction under gov¬ 
ernment-guaranteed loans. Big¬ 
gest month this year was May, 
with $127,663 worth of construc¬ 
tion authorized in 68 permits. 
Slowest month this year was Jan¬ 
uary, when 50 permits were issued 
for a valuation of $50,005.

Although the country at large 
Is again experiencing business dif¬ 
ficulties. Santa Ana, in many 
lines of business, is on a par with 
the rea.sonably good times of a 
year ago and in some ways is 
making .substantial gains. 

A check of leading and typical 
retailers Indicates that the retail 
volume as a whole is equal to, 
and in some ra.ses surpas.ses, the 
year 1937, New construction is 
off somewhat, and real estate ac¬ 
tivities are at a lower tide. 

As a whole, however, Santa 
Ana has much to be grateful for. 
There are almost no vacant busi¬ 
ness premises in the entire city. 
Changing of the ordinance so that 
frame and stucco construction can 
be built on South and North Main i 
street has stimulated much new 
bu.siness building on that street. 
IDEAL LOCATION 

Recognizing that Santa Ana’s! 
location is some 38 miles away 
from Los Angeles gives an op¬ 
portunity to develop an outstand¬ 
ing retail city and the retail divi¬ 
sion of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has persistently built along 
such lines. Four years of well- j 
calculated activity In retail pro-, 
motion has enlarged .Santa Ana’s 
retail field, improved its stores, 
retail 8tocl:s and service, and in¬ 
creased the number of employes. 
It is e.stimated that today more 
than 3000 people are employed in 
retail establishments of Santa 
Ana. As a retail magnet, Santa 
Ana draws business from parts of 
Riverside, San Bernardino, San 
Diego, and I^os Angeles counties,! 
as well as from the county of 
Orange. 

Although in a much smaller de¬ 
gree, Santa Ana is taking her 
place as an important community 
in wholesaling and mercantile 
distribution. Firms de.siring cov¬ 
erage in Orange, Riverside, San 
Bernardino and northern San 
Diego counties find .Santa Ana to 
be the best headquarters. One of 
the fir.st large firms to make this 
discovery and make use of it was | 
the Weber Baking company. They j 
were later followed by manufac-1 
turers of roofing material, food | 
products. Helms bakery, ice cream 
and other dairy products, agricul¬ 
tural machinery, auto parts and 
other lines of merchandise. This 
is a pha.se of development to 
which the Chamber of Commerce 
is giving increasing attention. 

From a manufacturing stand¬ 
point. Santa Ana continues to 
hold her own. Among recent in¬ 
teresting developments was the 
purchase and rehabilitation of the 
former gum plant at St. Gertrude 
and Standard streets by the Cit¬ 
rus Juice and Flavor company. 
This three-story, reinforced con¬ 
crete structure has been remod¬ 
eled into a modem, splendid home 
for this progressive firm which 


That’s the goal set by Santa 
Ana’s chamber of commerce as it 
launches an active campaign to en¬ 
courage California tourists to set¬ 
tle in this area. 

It means a 10,000 gain in the 
next two years, however, and 
that’s faster than Santa Ana’s 
population gained in any previous 
two years. 

What the chamber is hoping 
for is a boom similar to the one 
from 1920 to 1923, when the popu¬ 
lation jumped from 15,485 to 27,- 
500, thus taking it out of the 
"town” class and making it a real 
city. 

CENSUS FIGURES 

Official census figures have 
shown a population growth like 
this: 771 in 1880, 3628 In 1890,1 

4933 in 1900, 8429 in 1910, 15,485 
in 1920, 30,332 in 1930. Off-year 
estimates since 1930 were 34,179 
in 1935, 36,000 in 1936, 37,.500 last 
year and 40,000 this year. The 
present e.stimate being based on 
post office records. 

Santa Ana at present is 17th 
city in size in California. A 50.- 
000 population two years from now 
would jump her above Santa Bar¬ 
bara, Baker.sfield and Alameda to 
14th, assuming none of those 
cities’ populations jump accord¬ 
ingly. 

CITIES ESTIMATED 

Estimated 1938 population of 
other Orange county communities, 
according to chamber of com¬ 
merce figures: Anaheim and Ful¬ 
lerton, 12.000 each; Orange 8500; 
Newport Beach (Including Balboa, 
Balboa Island and Corona Del 
Mar) 4500, Costa Mesa 4500, 
Huntington Beach 4000, Laguna 
Beach 4000, Brea 3300, Garden 
Grove 2700, Placentia 1600, San 
Clemente 1500 and Tustin 924. 

Official census figures show 
more women than men In Santa 
Ana, and a native white popula¬ 
tion repre.senting nearly four- 
fifths of the total.

Santa Ana’s new city hall is an¬ 
other monument to the progressive 
spirit which marked rehabilita¬ 
tion of other Orange county cen¬ 
ters after the 1933 earthquake. 
The three-story structure rose to 
completon where the city's first 
seat of government was erected in 
1904. The cornerstone in the new 
building contains the .same records 
which were in the cornerstone of 
the original building. 

When it W'as discovered neces¬ 
sary to demoli.sh the damaged city 
building, offices were moved into 
the Sanlora building. Immediately 
a group of public-.spirtted citizens 
started a drive for a new struc¬ 
ture and on Oct. 16, 1933. .seven 
months after the earthquake, 
pre.sented a petition to the council 
asking start of work on a new 
building. 

On Dec. 19, 1933, voters ap¬ 
proved a $70,000 bond is.sue for 
the new building, which was 
matched by equal amounts by the 
Federal government. Work on the 
stnicture started on April 18, 
1935, and the building was com¬ 
pleted Dec. 3 of the same year. 

The fir.st city hall was built on 
the same site at a cost of $20.- 
000. Col. S. H. Finley was mayor 
at that time. He was honored 
when the cornerstone for the new 
building was laid on July 30, 19.35.

^Sunday Railroad^ Brings 
Chuckles to Old-Timers 


NEWPORT - BALBOA.— Old- 
timers in the harbor area still 
chuckle at the thought of the Mc- 
Fadden Brothers railroad, and 
their rule of refusing to allow 
trains to run on Sundays. 

In 1888 the brothers James and 
Wiiiiam McFadden founded the 
Newport Wharf and Lumber com¬ 
pany. Three years iater they ex¬ 
panded their business by building 
a railroad from Santa Ana to 
Newport, where their wharves 
were located. 

The company operated under 
the McFadden banner for 11 years, 
and in all that time the pioneers 
owned it, no train ever ran on 
Sundays. If a ship landed its 
cargo in Newport bay on Satur¬ 


day, it was a shame, but the 
brothers always would tell the 
same story—"as long as we oper¬ 
ate this line, no trains will run on 
Sunday.” 

Later the line was sold to Sena¬ 
tor Clark, who ran on for awhile 
—on Sundays, too. But habit is 
strong, and business never was 
good on the church day. In later 
years the railroad line collapsed, 
and neary all of it now has been 
tom up—some of it to make way 
for the new overhead highway 
crossing at the entrance to New¬ 
port. 

Other portions of the right-of- 
way now are used to furnish a 
parking space for visitors opposite 
Costa Mesa’s business ditrlct.

Thirteen years old last month, 
San Clemente is Orange county’s 
newest city. 

’The Spanish Village was found¬ 
ed in 1925 by Ole Hanson, former 
mayor of Seattle, on the old Span¬ 
ish land grant of Rancho Los 
Desechos, originally owned by Don 
Marco Forster. Hanson purchased 
2000 acres as a homesite, then 
subdivided the property into a 
novel residential community where 
the Spanish style of architecture 
predominates. 

The city was incorporated three 
years after its purchase by Han¬ 
son. It is a “planned” city, build¬ 
ing restrictions insuring the keep¬ 
ing of the Spanish atmosphere, 
despite a superior court decision 
here a year ago which held that 
deed clauses specifying Spauiish 
architecture could not be enforced 
literally. 

Today, with a smart new dance 
casino and theater, as well as 
dozens of new homes and plans 
for many more, the city has 
weathered severe financial storms 
and seems riding toward success 
and prosperity. 


More than 1200 miles of traveled 
roads, including state highways, 
blanket Orange county.

HISTORY OF STATE HIGHWAY'S 
FAMED MOTOR UNIT RECALLED 


Going 

Forward With 
ORANGE 
County 


By C.APT. H. C. MF.EHAN 

On Aug. 14, 1929, what was then 
known as the State Traffic depart¬ 
ment was taken over by the Cali¬ 
fornia Highway Patrol, by an act 
of legislature. 

All members of the State Traffic 
department who had been mem¬ 
bers a-s of Jan. 1. 1929 were auto¬ 
matically blanketed into the Cali¬ 
fornia Highway Patrol. Later, by 
vote of the people of the state of 
California, full civil service rights 
were ve.sted in the members of the 
patrol and as it is operated today 
all members are under civil service 
and men who, from time to time, 
are added to the patrol are selected 
as a result of a competitive exami¬ 
nation from a state-wide list of 
applicants. 

EXAMIN.ATIONS HKI.D 

All advancements to a higher 
grade are also by means of a pro¬ 
motional examination, all appli¬ 
cants must have been working a 
year in the next lower grade. 

The pre.sent personnel of the pa¬ 
trol is nearly double that of Aug. 
14, 1929. and is constantly increas¬ 
ing in manpower, increase made 
neces.sary by the startling amount 
of accidents that occur on our 
highways daily and in order to 
cope with the situation as emer¬ 
gencies arise it is necessary to 
contantiy increase our enforcement 
officers. 

All members are eligible for re¬ 
tirement after having worked a 
sufficient number of years, this 
retirement fund being supplied by 
the officers them.selves, a certain 
per cent of their wages being 
turned into the fund monthly. In 


the event that a mem resigns, is 
laid off or for any other reason 
quits his job before eligible for re¬ 
tirement, all the money he has 
paid into the fund will he paid 
back to him with 4'/i per cent 
interest added, so this is in reality 
a .savings account in the event that 
a man does not reach the age of 
retirement. 

PIJBLI.SH .MAGAZINE 

The California Highway Patrol 
also publishes a magazine known 
as ’The California Highway Patrol¬ 
man, proceeds of which goes to 
the widows’ and orphans’ fund of 
the association. In the event of 
the death of any member of the 
patrol, his beneficiary is imme¬ 
diately presented with a check for 
.$2000, this money coming from the 
fund created through publishing of 
our magazine. 

For the purpose of the enforce¬ 
ment of the California vehicle code, 
the state of California is divided 
into districts, each district being 
composed of one or more counties, 
depending upon the population of 
the counties and the registration 
of vehicles. The district in which 
Orange county is located is known 
as di.strict No. 18 and i.s compo.sed 
of Imperial, San Diego and Or¬ 
ange counties. Each district is 
supervi.sed by an official known as 
the district inspector, each county 
having a squad of men directly un¬ 
der the supervision of the captain. 
We al.so have recently added the 
rank of sergeant to the personnel 
and this county has two sergeants. 
RANKS EXPLAINED 

The enforcement officers of the 
Highway Patrol rank as follows: 


chief, a.sst. chief, supervising in¬ 
spectors, district inspectors, cap¬ 
tains, sergeants and patrolmen. 

’The purpose of the Highway Pa¬ 
trol i.s, as the name indicates, the 
patrolling of the highways for the 
purpo.se of preventing accidents 
and the saving of life, limb and 
property. It is not a commercial 
organization and is not commer¬ 
cializing in any manner. ’The sal¬ 
ary of the officers is not dependent 
upon the arrests they make as they 
are paid from a different fund and 
their salary would continue if no 
arrests were made. In fact we do 
not desire to make arrests except 
when absolutely necessary. We 
would be happy to be able to .solve 
the accident .situation without 
making any arrests hut it seems 
that some arrests are absolutely 
neces.sary, especially where per¬ 
sons or property have been en¬ 
dangered by some violation. 
ENVIABLE REPUTATION 

’The California Highway Patrol 
has won an enviable reputation for 
courtesy and ability to handle the 
traffic, in-so-far as our man-power 
will permit. We believe that we 
have outgrown our infancy and 
are full grown, being entitled to 
the same prestige and dignity that 
is accorded all other important 
branches of our state government, 
and for this reason a petition is 
being circulated at this time ask¬ 
ing voters to approve such a 
change. 

Since 1905, when a few inspec¬ 
tors constituted what is now the 
patrol, down to the present mo¬ 
ment, the traffic organization has 
been submerged at different times

Nearly 4000 corporations are 
doing—or have done—business in 
Orange county. 

Records in the county clerk’s of¬ 
fice show nearly that many have 
filed articles of incorporation since 
Sept. 2, 1889, when the first 

articles in Orange county history 
were filed by the Arch Beach 
Liand and Water company. 

The rest of Orange county’s 
first 10 corporations represent a 
pretty fair cross-section of busi¬ 
ness activity: Brea Canyon Oil 
company, First Congregational 
Church of Villa Park, Orange 
County Title and Abstract com¬ 
pany, Orange County Collegiate 
Institute, Pacific Condensed Milk, 
Coffee & Canning Co., Richfield 
Land and Water company, Santa 
Ana Abstract Co., Blade Publish¬ 
ing Co., and Leonard! C. Portland 
Cement Manufacturing company. 

The Blade, Santa Ana’s first 
newspaper, was incorporated 
March 4, 1890; most unique among 
the old-time organizations was the 
collegiate institute. Incorporated in 
1889. 

First strictly social organization 
to incorporate was the Santa Ana 
social club in 1903, “an organiza¬ 
tion for recreation purposes." 

Another early social incorpora¬ 
tion was the Santa Ana Coffee 
club in 1905, founded to maintain 
"houses of refreshment where no 
liquor, cigarettes or other tobacco 
shall be sold,” without power to 
assess its members or to contract 
debts beyond 50 cents per member.

DINGHIES CHEAPER 

For those who do not wish or 
can't spend so much money as or. 
any of the foregoing, the I-C 
Dinghy, official small racing craft 
of the Southern California Yacht¬ 
ing association, offers keen .sport. 
She is not so safe as the others, 
but for her tiny size of 9 feet is 
a snappy little craft and one that 
can be used satisfactorily a.s a 
yacht tender. I-C's, (Inter-Clubs) 
are found in every Southern Cali¬ 
fornia port and some are now 
building at Santa Cruz. 

Those who are willing tj .spend 
a bit of money and nave a veri¬ 
table little racehor.se for speed, 
buy the National Class B dinghy. 
She is lightly but Ix'autifully built, 
touchy, snappy, tempermental. 
This is not a .safe bo.at for the be¬ 
ginner, especially if he is a young¬ 
ster, but is one of the most satis¬ 
factory small boats to be found: 
that is, for those who enjoy the 
really fine points of racing. She 
is a product of N. S. Potter, who 
also has recently designed the 19- 
foot Newport Harbor sloops, an¬

Although it boasts a sizeable 
fleet of large yachts, Newport 
Harbor has more small boats than 
any other single city on the Pa¬ 
cific coast, not excepting such 
large places as San Pedro, Wil¬ 
mington, San Francisco, Seattle, 
San Diego and Long Beach.

Next to its city park, the chief 
■pride of most Anaheim citizens 
is the municipality's biggest busi¬ 
nes.s—the city of Anaheim itself. 

It's run on a steadily-decreasing 
"overall” tax rate of 70 cents, 
lowest in California. There's no 
single secret to Anaheim's finan¬ 
cial .success. “It's a result of care¬ 
ful management over a period of 
years,” explains City Clerk Charlie 
Griffith. 

Of some $325,000 spent to run 
the city last year, only $6787 
came directly from general fund 
taxes. Total revenue from taxes, 
in fact, was only a.bout $75,000, 
including money to run the li¬ 
brary, to pay off bonds and spe¬ 
cial asse.ssments. 

The 70-cent rate takes care of 
all the.se thing.s, and some Ana¬ 
heim people who live in new ad¬ 
ditions have a total city tax rate 
of 21.8 cents on $100 a.sse.ssed 
valuation. 

Public ownership of key utili¬ 
ties seems to be Anaheim's ans¬ 
wer to the economy problem. I.^i.st 
year's total city revenue amounted 
to $.3.35,749.71, and more than 
$275,000 of it came from profit on 
city light, water and power. 

The water and power plants be¬ 
gan making substantial profits 
about 10 years ago. and they've 
.steadily increa.sed their profits 
ever since, even during depre.s- 
.sion. 

So skimping on expenses isn’t 
the key to the low tax rate. Main 
reason is the unusually large 
amount of revenue from other 
sources.

Costa Mesa Known m 
County’s ‘Friendly City’ 


Nudists Flourish in 
Orange County Foothills 


I Throughout the depression, con- 
[ struction work has gone ahead at 
a rapid pace. At the present 
time, work is being completed on 
the new $27,000 American Legion 
hall; a three-apartment business 
building on Newport boulevard 
reached completion the first of 
the month, all of the three units 
having been leased before the 
foundation was laid. Construc¬ 
tion of a new $10,000 fire hall is 
slated to start In July. New res¬ 
idences are being completed con¬ 
stantly. 

At the present time the eyes 
of all Southern California oil men 
are focussed on Costa Mesa as 
the result of operations under¬ 
way by the A. V. Oil and Gas 
company, which is sinking a well 
a mile from the heart of town. 

While indications seem favor¬ 
able for a producer, those who 
best know Costa Mesa realize only 
too well that the securing of oil 
is not a vital factor in the growth 
and development of the commu¬ 
nity, for its strategic location, its 
unexcelled climate, friendly citi¬ 
zenry and healthful atmosphere 
form a combination unequalled 
anywhere in the west and with 
her natural attributes alone it 
would .seem self-evident that noth¬ 
ing in the world can keep Costa 
Mesa from her .set goal-that of 
becoming an outstanding city of 
the Orange county Coastline with¬ 
in 10 years. 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO.— 
Although the fact is not generally 
known. Orange county has a full- 
fledged nudist colony, nestling in 
the hills above San Juan Capi¬ 
strano. 

A large portion of Olympic 
Fields lies within the boundaries 
of this county, according to Peter 
J. McConville, operator of the in¬ 
stitution, who formerly operated 
Elyslan Fields at a different lo¬ 
cation nearer Elsinore on the Or¬ 
tega highway.

McConville has spent a number 
of years developing the beauty 
spot, which lies to the north of the 
highway near the county line. He 
has installed dormatories, a swim¬ 
ming pool, tennis courts, volley- 


Olympic Fields underwent a 
hectic period when it was first 
founded, with Riverside county 
law enforcement agencies at first 
taking a keen Interest In activi¬ 
ties at the camp. In the past few 
years, however, the organization 
has led a tranquil existence, with 
burning of one of the major build¬ 
ings on the large estate the most 
exciting event of the past two 
years.

Another record has been estab¬ 
lished at Santa Ana Junior col¬ 
lege this year! 

'The new ’’accomplishment” is 
the announcement that in the col¬ 
lege year which is Just coming to 
a close, an estimation of approxi¬ 
mately 714 students have attended 
clas.ses daily. This is about one- 
fourth under the total enrollment, I 
according to Director D. K. Ham¬ 
mond. 

The new figure shows an in¬ 
crease since the top year of 1932- 
33 when the average dally at¬ 
tendance was 749.40. Since a drop 
following that period, daiily at¬ 
tendance has gradually been on 
the upgrade. 

A drop was noticed in the period 
of 1934-35 when the average daily 
attendance was only 549.30. 'This 
was caused by the separation of 
the college plant from the high 
school, it is believed. 

In 1935-,36, a slight increase 
was noted when the average daily 
attendance was 590.53, following 
the establishment of the campus 
on North Main street. Average 
was 622.90 in 1936-37. 

Since 1915 when the college was 
founded, there has been a steady 
increase in attendance, according 
to records revealed today. Except 
for the 1934 period, an increase 
has been noted. 

With the increased enrollment 
and attendance, it ha.s been found 
neces.sary to increase the num¬ 
ber of classrooms at the college. 
The Jaysee is now making plans 
for the construction of two new 
bungalows which will be located 
behind the board of education 
building on Sycamore street. 

Last year two new bungalows 
were built on Bu.sh street housing 
the home economics classes and a 
general clas.sroom. 


For 23 years .Santa Ana Junior 
college has fulfilled the educa¬ 
tional needs of Orange county. 

Established in August, 1915, by 
the high school board of educa¬ 
tion, the college was operated as 
a department of the high school. 
A jaysee board of education was 
formed by the voters on May S, 
1922. Since that time the college 
has been completely separated 
from the prep in.stitution. 

'The enrollment ha.s steadily in- 
crea.sed from the 25 which first 
constituted the total number of 
students registered in 1915. A total 
of 186 students were enrolled in 
1922 when the reorganization took 
pace. A new high was reached 
this .seme.ster, 1933, when more 
than 1000 were registered at the 
college. 

Over 141 different high schools 
In all sections of the United States 
and several foreign countries have 
been represented in the Jay.see by 
their graduates. Since the first 
commencement in 1917, a total of 
1728 students will have been grad¬ 
uated Including this year's 153. 

Many of the Don graduates have 
gone on to higher institutions of 
learning and have distinguished 
themselves in their respective 
fields. Quite a number have re¬ 
ceived the honor of being elected 
to Phi Beta Kappa scholastic hon¬ 
or society. 

This year a Junior college grad¬ 
uate rated Phi Beta Kappa at the 
University of California at Berke¬ 
ley. He is Richard Foster. He re¬ 
cently was awarded a fellowship 
at Harvard university in philos¬ 
ophy. 

Aside from those who have 
earned the Phi Beta Kappa key, 
former Dons and Donas have 
earned honors at the many uni¬ 
versities and colleges where they 
have .studied.

Promotion of law and order, and preservation of the public 
peace ame factors second to none in the development of any com¬ 
munity A peaceful, orderly pathway is necessary for any sort 
of consistent progress. The people of a community must be per- 
mitted to pursue their way unmolested, if they are to build and 
grow. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson, of Orange county, thus has a double 
claim to a place among the builders of Orange county. He not 
only has builded, but he has made it possible for others to build. 

Jackson has been at the helm of law enforcement in Orange 
county during the most trying years of its history, the period 
during which political and economic unrest has remade conditions 
of life throughout the world, and has brought to the business of 
law enforcement, problems it never had to meet before. 

He was in office when this new unrest brought the beginning 
of what might be termed the "strike era.” His administration met 
and surmounted an earthquake disaster, such as the county never 
had seen before. To strikes and earthquakes was added, this year, 
the worst flood disaster in the county’s experience, not barring 
the 1916 calamity. 

Today, Orange county is beginning to realize that it was 
extremely fortunate in having Logan Jackson In the sheriff’s 
office during these years. Each succeeding emergency has dem¬ 
onstrated that fact more clearly, until when the flood waters of 
last March subsided, even the political opponents of Sheriff Jack- 
son conceded generously that he had met the crisis with fore¬ 
thought, determination and dispatch. 

’That formula, the record indicates, has been the secret of 
his success from the beginning. Sheriff Jackson has anticipated 
each emergency, has met It firmly and promptly. In the recent 
flood, Jackson saw the disaster coming, broadcast warning to 
the endangered areas, and quickly sent out boats and rescue 
crews that he had prepared In advance. The resultant saving in 
life and property is now a matter of record. 

That same formula has warded off more than one crisis, 
nipped it before it could become a crisis. Back In 1931, the first 
emergency of the strike era failed to become an emergney, so 
far as Orange county was concerned, because dairy strike agi¬ 
tators were quelled at the borders of the county, and there was 
no violence here. 

Then came a fumigators’ strike attempt, and a tomato 
pickers’ strike. ’Then, in 1936, a concerted strike of orange pickers. 

The strikes are all right with Jackson. 'Workers can strike 
to their heart’s content, and he considers it none of his business, 
so long as they commit no violence. But violence is his business 
and he will have none of it. Consequently he has had his men on 
the spot where violence might occur, and therefore it didn’t occur. 
At least, it didn’t get beyond the starting point. In the 1936 
citrus strike, officers rounded up 106 men in one flare-up. 

So, while violence and bloodshed has raged in the counties 
round about. Orange county has gone its way unmolested. 

Crime in general has had a hard time in this county, par¬ 
ticularly now that the sheriff’s office has been armed with radio, 
and six patrol cars are ready to swoop down upon the scene of a 
crime at a moment’s notice. No wonder the once costly depreda¬ 
tions of fruit and produce thieves have declined to very near the 
vanishing point, and that the county has small experiences with 
major crime in any form. 

However, there is one form of growth and progress In 
Orange county that Sheriff Jack.son has prevented. That is the 
growth and progress of the g:ambling rackets. 

From the first he has rigidly stamped down the gamblers, 
and therefore the gamblers hate him bitterly, and have gone to 
extreme lengths In efforts, so far unsuccessful, to undermine him. 
It already has become apparent that, should Sheriff Jackson de¬ 
cide to seek re-election this year, the full strength and finances 
of the most powerful gambling interests in California will be 
exerted to defeat him, so that they may at last get foothold In 
this rich field of operations which he has denied them. 

The gamblers do not admire Jackson. But they do fear him.

■ hours In swlmmng, in sailing ev¬ 
ery kind of boat from tiny 
dlnghys to great craft resplendent 
with balloon-proportioned sails, or 
powered cruising yachts. 

* Fishing of every kind from the 
' two ocean piers, in the surf, out 
in rowboats on the bay, from 
barges anchored a mile or more 
' off-shore, from live-bait boats 
I where catches reach great propor- 
! tions, and from troUlng boats 
I which follow the elusive albacore, 
tuna, bonlta, dolphin, and a host 
of smaller fry, and too, they go 
1 out and bring in broadbill, the re- 
j nowned swordfish. 

HARBOR DEVELOPED 

No place has more to offer, both 
young and old, than this delight¬ 
ful new recreational and pleasure 
harbor, now brought to a splendid 
state of development by a federal 
improvement program on which 
$1,800,000 was expended recently. 
1 Previous to this work much had 
boon done at a cost of another 
couple of million dollars. Now the 
project is fully establisheu as a 
great recreational port. 

Every foot of the area is dredged 
to a depth of ten feet, enabling 
boats of every type drawing not 
more than that number of feet to 
sail and steer at will. A main, 
channel the length of the bay is 
20 feet in depth while large yacht 
anchorages are 15 and 20 feet deep. 
All depths are at low water and 
generally throughout the bay a 
foot or more of over dredging was 
done, giving the extra depth all 
over. 

Where once existed a winding 
and .shallow entrance, inadequately 
safeguarded, there is now a wide, 
deep, and straight channel mark¬ 
ing the entrance to Newport bay 
and harbor. 

HUGE .JETTIES 

This entrance channel is 500 
feet In width, 25 feet in depth, pro¬ 
tected by jetties on either hand. 
The we.st jetty mea.sures 2830 feet 
to its outer end, where it rests 
in 50 feet of water. The Jetty on 
the east side of the entrance is 
1673 feet long. Both are provided 
with powerful guiding be.acons, the 
lights from which are visible for 
many miles at sea. 

Homes are on every hand. Many 
nestling on the heights overlook¬ 
ing both bay and ocean. Others 
facing the miles of quiet, protect¬ 
ed salt waters of the bay. Each 
home equipped with a private pier 
from which the owner may step 
aboard his own craft. Other homes 
' are sheltered on tree-crowned is- 
; lands. Yet again others stretching 
along the miles of ocean frontage 
with a front yard made up of the 
widest beach in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, cleaned and scoured with 
, ocean-.soft winds coming all the 
way from far-off China. Big 
homes and lesser ones. But all 
adapted and arranged for cozy 
and comfortable living. 

M.ANY SCHOOLS 

Ample .shops and stores provide 
marketing centers at strategic 
points in the city. Everything nec¬ 
essary to create good living is 
available at right prices. Aecom- 
modations for visitors are ample 
and range in extent from modest 
week-end cottages or bungalettes, 
to great residential structures 
which can accommodate a family 
of Dionne's proportions as well 
as a host of friends. Schools for 
those who reside the year round in 
this delightful spot. A grammar 
school of note with a union high 
school that is recognized as out¬ 
standing in its educational facili¬ 
ties. 

I There is transportation. Electric 
trains connect with the mctropoll- 
i tan center of Los Angeles, an hour 
or .so away. Bu.sses make travel 
to the county .seat, Santa Ana, 20 
minutes ride, available at any time. 
1 But today what family has not at 
least one oar, and where else do 
such fine roads exist as are found 
everywhere in Orange county. 
Taking the lead in early years, 
Orange county was quick to see 
the value and advantage of good 
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including the Santa Ana Woolen 
mills, Treesweet Products Co., 
and Brock Glass Co., are making 
steady progress and continuing 
valuable pajrrolls. 

Looking into the future, Santa 
Ana’s biggest manfacturing ^p- 
portunity appears to be In avia¬ 
tion. While it is too soon to make 
any positive predictions, some 
very interesting developments are 
pending. Through the medium of 
the Santa Ana Air show, big 
manufacturers have become in¬ 
terested in the possibilities of the 
Eddie Martin airport (which will 
be moved and 'enlarged next 
year). 

AVIAITON NEXT INDUSTRY 

Throughout the existing busi¬ 
ness depression, the only industry 
whose securities have moved for¬ 
ward is aviation. Every estab¬ 
lished company is making re¬ 
markable progress, and has an 
exceptionally large back-log of or¬ 
ders. A group of local business 
men, acting through the Chamber 
of (Commerce, have been making 
a careful and intensive inquiry 
Into aviation manufacturing pos¬ 
sibilities. 

The fact of being able to expe¬ 
riment with ships and demon¬ 
strate them over the thousands of 
acres of Irvine holdings on which 
there are very few buildings, to¬ 
gether with the usability of the 
upper bay for a seaplane base 
makes a rare combination. It la 
being recognized that the great 
condensation of buildings around 
the airports in Metropolitan Los 
Angeles makes tho.se ports in¬ 
creasingly less usable for experi¬ 
menting with ships in the air, 
speed trials, and other tests. The 
ground upon which the local air¬ 
port is situated is owned by the 
James Irvine interests. These In¬ 
terests are cooperating In the 
study of aviation possibilities. 
TOURISTS VALUABLE 

Through the cooperation of the 

roads. A persistent program of 
road construction has been fol¬ 
lowed throughout the ^uLiity until 
now every section of the area is 
readily reached over fine wide 
paved roads. 

One can journey from the beach¬ 
es to the pleasant canyons pene¬ 
trating the hills which form the 
background of the fortunate coun¬ 
ty. A unique county of small di¬ 
mensions but large in wealth and 
poasibilities, 40 miles long with all 
of these 40 miles fronting the Pa¬ 
cific, constituting the finest 
stretch of coastline, and un¬ 
equalled anywhere else in the 
world. Yes, it is true. For within 
the 40 miles stretch are glorious 
colors and contours. Wide sweep¬ 
ing white clean beaches; rough 
and rugged rocky buttresses which 
cleave the breakers and bring 
into play brilliant flash and spar¬ 
kle found only when sun and wave 
combine; high mesas and soft roll¬ 
ing hills, sides sloping to the sea 
with feet awash in water fresh 
and everchanging. 

CITY 30 YEAB.S OLD 

And now for a few facts and 
figures. The city of Newport 
Beach was incorporated 30 years 
ago and for many years was 
known chiefly for its fine fishing. 
In still-earlier days Newport was 
a lumber port of note, ships run¬ 
ning regularly from San Francisco 
with cargos which first were land¬ 
ed at the old Newport Landing. 
From here the lumber was hauled 
by ox teams as far east as Salt 
Lake. Later because of shallow, 
winding channels in the bay, a 
long pier was erected into the 
ocean at Newport and for many 
years this place continued to be 
a great lumber distributing point 
for all parts of the southwest. 
Lumber went by rail to Santa Ana 
and there connected with the great 
railroad systems. The development 
of Los Angeles harbor re.sulted in 
the transfer of the lumber busi- 
ne.as to the newer and more ade¬ 
quate port. ^ „ i. 

The city of Newport Beach 
spreads over an extensive area. 
It has a frontage within its in¬ 
corporated limits many noted sec¬ 
tions. These are Balboa, West 
Newport, East Newport, Balboa 
Island, Corona Del Mar, Lido Isle, 
Newport Heights and Seashore 
Colony. 

4.500 POPULATION 

The present population approxi¬ 
mates 4500 permanent residenU 
b>it in summer not less than fif¬ 
teen to twenty thousand visitors 
enjoy its many and varied attrae- 
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Santa Ana city government, it has j 
been possible to enter more ac¬ 
tively into another field of activ¬ 
ity. It is known that the annual f 
income from tourists exceeds any < 
other single industry in Califor- j 
nla. This industry also pays fu¬ 
ture dividends in the fact that • 
nearly all tourists have in mind ( 
that they will eventually seek a , 
permanent location in California. , 

It has been found that when ; 
tourists make a stop or take a ] 
trip within Orange county, they , 
are very apt to return in the fu¬ 
ture to make their homes. For , 
that reason, Santa Ana is main- , 
taining signs at ail roads leading ] 
into the city reading; “Free Tour- j 
1st Information, Santa Ana Cham- j 
ber of Commerce.” Additional , 
signs direct them to the Chamber , 
of Commerce building where an , 
information trip department, es- , 
pecially for the service of tour- j 
ists, is being baintained. ; 

When tourists call at the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, efforts are , 
made to Interest them in taking | 
trips within Orange county, or ; 
trips which include Orange county i 
and parts of adjoining counties. 
At the present time, the most val¬ 
uable magnet for tourists in Or¬ 
ange county Is Mission San Juan | 
Capistrano. During the most ac¬ 
tive tourist season, a total of 126 ' 
parties per day visit the mission; . 
over the week-ends the number 
of toiiri.st.s rises to 400 daily. 
Through the cooperation of the t 
Reverend Arthur Hutchinson, < 
Santa Ana literature is supplied 1 
to all visiting parties at the mis- i 
Sion, and mission literature Is sup- I 
plied to tourists at the Santa Ana I 
Chamber of Commerce office. < 

Santa Ana realizes that the de- < 
velopment of the county means 
Santa Ana’s future and success. 
Practically all efforts of the Santa i 
Ana Chamber of Commerce are : 
built upon a program of county- ; 
wide development and progre.ss. | 

tions, and hospitality. < 

Newport bay is famous for its I 

many yachts and boats of which 
about 2000 craft of all descrip¬ 
tions are registered. There are 
several yacht clubs located in 
Newport Harbor. Senior organiza¬ 
tion of the group, the Newport 
Harbor Yacht club, scene of many 
festivities; as many as 400 guests 
dine there during Important days. 
Another noted club is the Balboa 
Yacht club, located on Balboa Is¬ 
land on the south bay front facing 
the entrance. The Newport Har¬ 
bor club has Its headquarters at 
East Newport where the anchor¬ 
age lies between Lido Isle and Bay 
Island. 

MANY YACHT CLUB.S 

The Balboa Island Yacht club 
is headquartered on the bay front 
at Balboa Island near the ferry 
connecting with the mainland. 
There is a junior organization 
known as the Non Calms. This ■ 
group Is sponsored by the New¬ 
port Harbor Yacht club and the 
plan of organization is new in 
yachting circles and has received 
general approval in the East, 
where the plan is now being used. 
There is a club on Lido Isle with 
fine clubhouse and at Newport 
Island still another organization, 
all aimed to encourage yachting 
and boating. 

A Community church, Christ 
Church by-the-Sea, with its fine 
church plant, plays an important 
part in community life, and the 
Roman Catholic faith is represent¬ 
ed by the church, Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, while the Chris¬ 
tian Science also has its place of 
worship and a reading room. 

A theater, a great ballroom, 
the Rendezvous, which has pre¬ 
sented many famous bands and 
noted leaders as Phil Harris, Russ 
Plummer, Everett Hoagland, Son¬ 
ny Brooks, is available. 

The American Legion and its 
airxiliary are active and aggres¬ 
sive in community enterprises. Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Cubs are well 
organized and flourishing while it 
is proper and fitting the Sea 
Scouts are assuming an important 
place. 

There Is a good city library with 
a select range of reading material. 
Service clubs meet regularly. New¬ 
port-Balboa is a well-rounded com¬ 
munity providing sufficient diver¬ 
sions for the most demanding per¬ 
sons, yet permitting time allow¬ 
ance for individual initiative to 
adapt Itself to every exercise or 
restful recrea’,ion and health and 
vigor building. 


You’ve heard Orange county is 
a “Gretna Green” for Los An¬ 
geles? 

The reports aren’t a hit exag¬ 
gerated, a check with the county 
clerk’s marriage license bureau 
reveals. 

Figures have shown that about 
70 per cent of the principals in 
Orange county’s 4600 weddings 
each year give Los Angeles county 
as their residence, and leas than 
15 per cent of the brides and 
bridegrooms actually live in this 
county. 

And despite all the talk about 
divorces, nearly three-fourths of 
those who come into the marriage 
license bureau are taking the step 
for the first time. Half of the 
licenses are issued to single boys 
who plan to marry single girls, 
and 25 per cent go to couples of 
one single and one divorced party, 
and six per cent are to single 
men or women who plan to marry 
widows or widowers. 

Only four per cent of the Orange 
county marriages Involve boys or 
girls under legal age (21 for men, 
18 for women), but nearly two- 
thirds of the couples are less than 
30 years old.

The breakers are especially fine 
for paddle board and surf board 
riding, also a dive from the muni¬ 
cipal pier has a thrill when you 
ride in on the breakers.

I The lifeguard department is sit- 
I uated on the pier where guards 
I can, at all times, watch the beaph 
from every angle for the safety 
of our swimmers. Lifeguards are 
also stationed at designated points 
along the entire city-owned beach, 
I giving added safety to all. The 
I pier is a popular place for fish¬ 
ermen where fishing is usually 
good. A cafe is located at the ex¬ 
treme end where visitors and fish¬ 
ermen can obtain food and drinks 
at all times, also live-bait and 
fishing tackle can be bought 
and rented. 

Huntington Beach has America’s 
most luxurious fishing liner 
anchored off shore so that all who 
wish ocean fishing can have the 
finest obtainable. The boat is 275 
feet long, all steel hull, prome¬

.stations—on Gilman, Bolero and 
Santiago peaks- are the second 
important link in the fire-protec¬ 
tion system. The county's entire 
back-country is visible from at 
least one of the three stations. All 
communication between them and 
the suppression stations is handled 
by a private telephone system, 
lines for which were installed by 
relief crews about the time they 
put in the road.s. 

County suppression stations are 
located at San Juan Capistrano, 
Trabuco, Silverado, Costa Mesa, 
Midway City, Buena Park and 
Yorba Linda, thus putting every 
spot in the county within six or 
seven miles of one of the stations. 


Seventy-odd scenic roads In 
Orange county’s back-country— 
more like mountain trails than 
roads—form the county’s first 
line of defense against forest 
fires. 

They have been built during the 
past five years by federal CCC 
and WPA crews, anU because of 
cencentrated work on them. Or¬ 
ange county is 20 years ahead of 
most of its neighbors in facilities 
to protect valuable water.shed, 
range and forest land from fires. 

The whole county fire protection 
network is under direction of State 
Forest Ranger Joe Scherman, 
who’s domain covers more than 
250,000 acres of brudh and grass.

Five and a half billion gallons 
of water flow through an under¬ 
ground concrete pipe network in 
the Santa Ana area every year. 

The water provides lifeblood for 
more than 16,000 acres farmed 
by 2110 ranchers who belong to 
the Santa Ana Valley Irrigation 
company. 

More than 200 miles of pipe, 
nearly ail of which was made at 
the SAVI plant, comprise the com¬ 
pany's underground system. The 
only surface signs of it are a se¬ 
ries of square concrete boxes to 
house measuring devices and gadg¬ 
ets that turn controlled streams 
of water on and off, and tali pipes 
used either as air vents or to 
build up uniform pressure along 
a certain section of pipe. 


Hundreds of vacationists stop 
at the Caltech marine laboratory 
in Corona Del Mar every summer 
and ask to see the “fancy fi.sh.”
